Word, who was in 
the front of the mob, was badly shot, 
aa was also an unknown country- 
man. The uncxepee+ed fight of the 
sheriff and hia little posse frightened 
the mob and they retreated outside 
the Jail. Here they broke and ran 
and were Boon divided into little 
groups discussing the event. Sheriff 
Merrill at once consulted J udge Har- 
ris, of the county court, and it was 
decided to call upon Gov. Candler for 
aid. The governor sent two Com- 
panies from Atlanta. During the 
afternoon the mob telephoned the 
situation to friends in adjoining 
towns, and made an appeal for more 
men to get possession of the Negro 
This was communicated also to (Jov. 
Candler, and the governor soon wired 
a proclamation to the people of the 
county. It was read from the steps 
of the court house by Ihe mayor. 
The governor commanded the people 
to disperse, and suid the entire mili- 
tary and calvary force of the state 
would be used to enforce order if 
necessary. The rending of the proc- 
lamation apparently had a good effect 
as many people were seen to mount 
their horses and leave town.
